Canada do not afford any indication 
arding the nationality. 

he Canadian authorities place ah | 


migrants in two categories—English- 
‘speaking «and. non-English-speaking.. 

e former average about 75 per cent. 
of the total. Therefore, the number of 
‘Italian immigrants is v low. A 
Majority’ of the Italians bound for 
Cc » however, pass through the 
United States, and are very often 
included in the category of English- 
speaking. ‘ 

So far as the Italian authorities 
have ascertained, between 1900 and 
1909 about 657,000 Italians emigrated 
to Canada. By comparing these figu
